A sum of $180,000 has been allo- 
cated by the company for veterans 
who left the plant before the first 
union contract which provided for 
special compensation. Under the 
plan, those who had six months“ 
service with tife company before 
donning uniform, get two weeks’ 
pay; one year, three weeks, and 
two or more years, four weeks. The 
company also agreed to give a mini- 
mum of five days’ vacation with 
pay to reinstated veterans. 

The union’s proposal for a clause 
protecting Negroes’ jobs through a 
modification of seniority is among 
items still in negotiation. Man- 
agement is opposing the proposal, 


contending that there are legal 
obstacles. 


Other items still under discussion 


include proposals for sick pay, 
establishment of a health insurance 
plan and a pension system.
